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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 is indefinite in that it is not clear how controlling the flow of the inert gas 
controls the flow of the process gas. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein ' 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
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prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Chiang et al, US Patent Application 2002/0073924 A1 , in view of Motoda et al, US 
Patent 5,496,408. 

Chiang et al teaches an ALD reactor that includes: a process chamber 12 in 
which the substrate 8 is accommodated; process gas supply means 260 for supplying a 
first 246 and second 266 process gas alternately into the process chamber by a carrier 
gas 226, and an inert gas source 228; exhaust pump 132; pressure detecting means 
142 for detecting a pressure in said process chamber; and control means for controlling 
the pressure in the chamber by controlling the speed of the exhaust pump and the 
position of the throttle valve and shield. 

Chiang et al differs from the present invention in that Chiang et al does not teach 
a control means that maintains a constant pressure by controlling an amount of flow of 
the process and inert gas supplied to said process chamber based on a result of 
detection of the pressure detecting means. 

Motoda et al teaches multiple controllers that maintain a constant pressure in a 
gas supply pipe by controlling the supply of an inert gas. For example: in figures 4 and 5 
a controller controls the inert gas (hfe) supplied to the gas supply pipe by controlling the 
MFC 23 (figure 4), 23b (figure 5) based on a signal from a pressure sensor 21 (figures 4 
and 5); or in figure 6 a controller 22c that controls the amount of a plurality of precursor 
gases 18a, 18b by controlling the flow of an inert gas (H 2 or H 2 +(lll)) gas through the 
MFCs 10a-10c based on a signal from a pressure sensor 21 (figure 6). (Forth-sixth 
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embodiments) 

The motivation for replacing the pressure control means of Chiang et al with one 
of the pressure control means of Motoda et al is to provide an alternate control means 
to maintain a constant pressure in the process chamber. Furthermore, it has been held 
that the simple substitution of one known element for another to obtain predictable 
results is obvious (see KSR International Co. v. Teleflex Inc.). In this case, it would have 
been obvious to replace pressure control mean of Chiang et al that maintains a constant 
pressure in a deposition apparatus with the pressure control means of Motoda et al that 
is also well known to maintain a constant pressure in a deposition apparatus. 

Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to replace the pressure control means of Chiang et al with the 
pressure control means of Motoda et al. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited art teaches the technological background of the 
invention. The cited art contains patents that could be used to reject the claims under 
35 USC § 103. These rejections have not been made because they do not provide any 
additional or different teachings, and if they were applied, would have resulted in an 
undue multiplication or references. (See MPEP 707.07(g))
